To My Fellow New Orleanians: 

Since coming into office over 530 days ago, I have spoken often of our hopes for New Orleans and our 
desire to create the city we want to become.  We want to be a safe city, where every resident can get a 
good-paying job and where every child has access to an excellent public education, and a city whose 
government is open and honest. We want to build a city for the ages.   

Over the past year, we have gotten this city on the right path and have taken enormous strides.  In 
partnership with the City Council and based on important feedback from you, we have identified priority 
capital recovery projects in each council district from community centers to pools to playgrounds to vital 
public safety infrastructure. As we work with FEMA on a lump sum settlement for public safety facilities and 
as additional FEMA Public Assistance funds are appropriated, we will be able to add projects to that 
thoughtful list.   

Because of our partnership with FEMA, in the last year we have increased federal funding for projects and 
streets by $200 million, including $45 million in new dollars for streets in the Lower 9th Ward. More 
neighborhood streets from Lakeview to St. Claude are in the cue.  

This year’s Capital Budget reflects committed funding for those projects.   
 

In this 2012 capital budget of $286 million, every dollar will be affiliated with a project or program.  In 2012 
we are budgeted to move forward on dozens of public facilities like Allie Mae Williams Multi Service Center 
in Central City; pools in St. Roch and Gert Town; over $6 million for playgrounds across the city, Fire 
Engines 24, 8, 39, and 36 in New Orleans East, Gentilly and the 7th Ward, and the 1st, 2nd, 3rd , 6th  and 8th 
District Police Stations will get improvements. This is on top of our already large number of on-going 
improvement projects like Harrell Center in Hollygrove, Robert Smith Library in Lakeview, Rosenwald 
Center in Central City, St. Roch Market, Stallings St. Claude Center, the Milne Boys Home in Gentilly, 
Wesley Barrow Stadium, Joe W. Brown Memorial Park, New Orleans East Regional Library, Algiers 
Regional Library, and the Sanchez Center in Lower 9.     

Additionally, in 2012, the City will sell $40 million out the remaining $145 million in General Obligation 
bonds approved by voters in 2004.  This critical funding will be used for vital road repairs.  
 
We are on the right track.  With our continued rebuilding, New Orleans will be a city of opportunity, with 
safe neighborhoods, quality schools for all of our children and good-paying jobs here at home.  
 
This capital budget will help us to stay the course we’ve charted towards becoming a world-class city.
